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Big disparities in 

rural, urban post¬ 
secondary funding 


Education. Province 
pledges to review equity 
among institutions 


Institutions in rural Alberta 
are being subsidized by the 
government more heavily 
than those in urban centres 
on a per-student basis, lead¬ 
ing critics to call for better 
equality in a system reeling 
from provincial funding cuts. 

Data provided by Mount 
Royal University and veri¬ 
fied by Metro indicates in the 
2010-11 school year — the 
first after a freeze on post- 
secondaiy funding was an¬ 
nounced and the latest year 
for which complete informa¬ 
tion was available — some 
institutions were receiving 
five times the funding others 
were when their overall prov¬ 
incial grant is divided among 
full-load equivalent under¬ 
graduate students. 


On the top end, it appears 
Fort McMurray’s Keyano Col¬ 
lege was receiving $29,900 
per student, while distance 
education-focused Athabasca 
University found itself on the 
bottom, receiving just $5,474 
per student. 

Mount Royal also found 
itself on the lower end, with 
$9,964 per student. 

“You start to say, ‘Well, 
that looks weird,’” said Duane 
Anderson, the university’s 
vice-president for adminis¬ 
trative services, “ft starts to 
explain why we’re in such a 
difficult situation.” 

Elsewhere, trades-focused 
schools like SAIT and NAIT 
find themselves in the middle 
of the pack. However, Doug 
Short, faculty association 
head for the latter institu¬ 
tion, said it’s worth question¬ 
ing why his school’s per-stu¬ 
dent funding still amounts to 
just half what’s being offered 
to some rural campuses. 


“That does need to be 
looked at, the equity in the 
system,” Short said. “Some 
programming is just more 
expensive. So, if they have 
unique programming, that 
might account for some of it.” 

Alberta’s advanced educa¬ 
tion ministry has pledged a 
full review of funding mod¬ 
els that is likely to start in 
the fall, according to spokes¬ 
person Karin Campbell. 

Advanced Education Min¬ 
ister Thomas Lulcaszuk was 
not available for comment, 
but Campbell said he “en¬ 
visions a more strategically 
aligned and co-ordinated 
Campus Alberta.”

City hopes to cut 
back on project 
cost overruns 

Whether it’s an additional 
$11.5 million for a bridge 
over Groat Road or nearly 
$20 million for the Wal- 
terdale’s replacement, city 
administrators are hoping 
that a new budget process 
could make price spikes a 
thing of the past. 

The city is still working 
out the details, but before 
the next capital budget in 
2014, it hopes to introduce 
a two-step process. 

Currently, councillors 
approve projects all at 
once, including design 
work, but because the 
designs haven’t been com¬ 
pleted, cost certainty can 
be difficult, the city says. 

Jodi Buslca, the acting 
manager of client financial 
services, says having the 
detailed design complete 
before council approves a 
project will help. 

“It will help us, so that 
when we do actually come 
forward with the final 
budget, we will have a bet¬ 
ter idea of what the costs 
are going to be,” she said. 

Buslca says the current 
process gets the city too 
far down the road, or 
bridge, before council has 
a chance to see a final 
budget. 

“This would hopefully 
give them an opportunity 
(to make changes) a little 
earlier in the process,” she 
said. 

Coun. Keny Diotte 
says he will welcome the 
change if it puts an end 
to cost overruns on major 
projects. 

“We have to make 
them extinct like dino¬ 
saurs,” he said. “If this new 
process gets us to a better 
place, then let’s go for it.”

of tiles nearest the platform 
edge with warning tiles meant 
to let people know when they 
are close to the edge. 

The tiles have bumps and 


are bright yellow, with a slight 
raised edge, says Laura Swann, 
who works on mobility issues 
with the Canadian National 
Institute for the Blind (CNIB). 

“It gives them somewhere 
that once they have reached 
that with their foot or their 
cane, they know the distance 
to the train,” she said. 

Last August, Zaidee Jensen, 
a 29-year-old mother of two 
who was visually impaired, 
fell to the tracks. Jensen 
struck her head and went into 
a coma. She died several days 
later. 

Swann says cases like that 
are constantly on the minds of 
visually impaired users of the 


transit system. 

“There are a lot of people 
who use it as a daily means of 
transportation all around the 
city, and that has been a major 
concern,” she said. 

Swann says when people 
think of making buildings ac¬ 
cessible, sometimes the needs 
of the visually impaired are 
overlooked. 

Dave Gealce, director of 
LRT operations, says upgrades 
to the platform edge had been 
on the city’s radar, but Jen¬ 
sen’s death underscored the 
need to expedite the process. 

“We looked for ways that 
we could accelerate it and get 
it done,” he said.

Humdinger. Probe of 
unexplained humming 
widens past Calgary 


Buzz about a mysteiy hum 
that’s confounded researchers 
and those who hear it has ex¬ 
tended well beyond a Calgaiy 
neighbourhood where com¬ 
plainants first came forward. 

Victims of the so-called 
“Ranchlands hum” describe it 
as more a vibrational feeling 
than a noise. It has the power 
to keep them up at night, ruin 
their mood and has even led 
some poor souls to question 
their sanity. 

The hum is a “genuine phe¬ 
nomenon,” according to Uni¬ 
versity of Calgaiy research Dr. 
Marcia Epstein, who’s worked 
in her spare time to track the 
elusive source for a few years. 

“It’s something we don’t 
yet understand,” she said. 

“They (hum hearers) are 
not crazy, they’re not making 
it up, they’re not losing their 
hearing.” 

But the problem appears 
no longer to be Calgary- 
specific.

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Tax ‘amendment’ will 
cost insurers $1 billion

Canada’s insurance industry 
faces a $ 1-billion GST bill at the 
end of this month, thanks to 
a federal tax move critics say 
smacks of a “banana republic.” 

The massive tax hit applies 
to some financial services that 
insurers say were never before 
subject to GST. 

The GST now owed is retro¬ 
active seven years, back to 
2005, when the federal Finance 
Department issued a news 
release saying it planned to 
amend tax legislation — some¬ 
thing it didn’t get around to 
implementing until 2010. 

Critics say that apart from 
the body blow to the books of 
domestic insurers, the “mas¬ 
sively distortive” tax grab 


sends a signal to global invest¬ 
ors that Canada is no place to 
do business. That message, 
they say, challenges any claim 
the Harper government is a 
tax-cutter and a good steward 
of the economy. 

“I have lost count of the 


number of times that global 
tax directors have used the 
words ‘banana republic’ when 
I describe this legislation to 
them,” says Michael Firth, a tax 
partner at Pricewaterhouse- 
Coopers Canada, and chief 
among the critics. 


“They don’t believe it. They 
go, ‘You’re kidding me? Can 
they really do this?”’ 

For its part, the Finance 
Department says it hasn’t 
changed GST legislation at all, 
but rather clarified rules that 
were poorly drafted when the 
GST was bom in 1991. 

The slow-motion train 
wreck began with an obscure 
Tax Court of Canada ruling in 
2003, in which the judge sided 
with insurer State Farm against 
the Canada Revenue Agency. 

The company successfully 
argued the GST does not apply 
to certain common financial 
transactions, and therefore it 
owed no money to the taxman. 

The Finance Department 
issued a statement and back¬ 
ground document on Nov. 
17, 2005, saying it planned to 
amend GST legislation to ef¬ 
fectively overturn the judge’s 
ruling, warning the amend¬ 
ments would be retroactive to 
the date of the release.

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Pistorius trial. Athlete’s 
family ‘shaken’ by alleged 
crime-scene photos 


Oscar Pistorius’ family said 
Sunday it was “shaken” by 
the “graphic” leaked images 
broadcast by a British tele¬ 
vision station that purport to 
show the bloodied bathroom 
where the Olympian fatally 
shot his girlfriend on Valen¬ 
tine’s Day. 

In a brief statement two 
days before the double-am¬ 
putee athlete is due back in 
court for a hearing ahead of 
his murder trial, the Pistor¬ 
ius family said the images 
shown by Sky News on Fri¬ 
day did not help the legal 
process. 

“We were shaken by the 
graphic images, leaked into 
the public domain this week, 
of the accident scene at Os¬ 
car’s house,” the family said, 
appearing to confirm they 
are from Pistorius’ home. 
“It has always been our plea 
that the legal process be al¬ 
lowed to run its course with 
integrity. The leaking of 
evidential material into the 
public domain before the 
court case does not advance 
this process.” 

The images have not been 
verified by The Associated 
Press or South African police.

from a statement issued to media Sunday 

expressed support for the 
26-year-old athlete ahead 
of his court appearance 
Tuesday. The family said it 
believed the trial evidence 
would prove Pistorius’ 
claims that the shooting 
was an accident. Pistorius is 
charged with premeditated 
murder for the Feb. 14 death 
of Reeva Steenlcamp. He de¬ 
nies the charge, saying he 
shot the 29-year-old model 
by mistake thinking she was 
an intruder. 

“As a family we fully stand 
behind Oscar as he prepares 
to appear in court this Tues¬ 
day,” the statement said. 
“We believe in him, love him 
and will support him every 
step of the way in what lies 
ahead.”

Military creates a 
culture of silence:

In 2010, former corporal 
John Lowe finished his 
tour in the killing fields of 
Kandahar. 

His generation of 
soldiers has a myriad 
of money and recoveiy 
programs, but checking 
yourself into one is known 
within the ranks as “spin 
dry.” 

It can be the kiss of 
career death for a soldier 
to put their hands up and 
say they have a problem 
with the horrors they’ve 
witnessed. 

“It’s the culture; the 
culture is totally differ¬ 
ent,” said Lowe, “One of 
our mottos is suffer in 
silence. That’s what’s hon¬ 
ourable. That’s what we’re 
taught.” 

Lowe is part of a group 
of Canadian soldiers and 
veterans, many of them 
struggling with post-trau¬ 
matic stress, who arrived 
in London Sunday after a 
gruelling six-day cycling 
ride from Paris. 

They took part in 
an event put on by the 
British-based charity Help 
for Heroes.

Three of North America’s 
best-known storm chasers 
were among 13 killed after a 
tornado hit the El Reno area 
of Oklahoma City during 
rush hour on Friday. 

Tim Samaras, called the 
Wayne Gretzky of storm 
chasing, his son Paul Sam¬ 
aras and storm chaser Carl 
Young were all killed when 
an EF3 tornado, with winds 
up to 265 km/h, barrelled 
into the area. 

Saskatchewan tornado 
hunter Greg Johnson was 
chasing the same tornado 
that killed the three men. 

“Is it dangerous? It sure 
is. We’re putting ourselves 
into the danger zone, but 
the thing is, we have veiy 
sophisticated technology 
and we have a really good

understanding of how storms 
behave, so this is a very rare 
incidence,” said Johnson.

“We got caught in the 
same storm and we were 
basically in a different 
location, but in the same 
situation as Tim,” said John¬ 
son. 

He said Tim Samaras was 
one of the best storm chasers 
in the field, adding he had a 
chance to visit with Samaras 
and his team two weeks ago 
in Texas. “When you talk 
with somebody with as much 
experience, knowledge and 
research under his belt ... 
you just sit and listen,” said 
Johnson.

Two seniors homes in Alberta 
are being treated for bedbugs, 
but health officials say there’s 
no reason for concern beyond 
the “iclc” factor. 

Staff at the Pemmican 
Lodge and Black Rock Terrace 
in Lethbridge have been deal¬ 
ing with the itchy insects for 
the last few months. 

While bedbugs are for 
the most part harmless, the 
stealthy insects are hard to 
detect and even more difficult 
to kill, said Lynne Navratil, 
supervisor of safe-built en¬ 
vironments for Alberta Health 
Services. 

Navratil said there’s no 
doubt that bedbug infesta¬ 


tions have become more 
prevalent. Public health of¬ 
ficials deal with complaints 


regularly. “When I started as a 
health inspector 17 years ago, 
we really didn’t deal with bed¬ 


bugs a lot,” Navratil said. 

But with the public trav¬ 
elling so much these days, 


stopping the spread is nearly 
impossible, she said.

3D printers. Emerging 
technology could disrupt 
mass manufacturing by 
changing how and when 
things are made 


Invisalign, a San Jose com¬ 
pany, uses 3D printing to make 
each mouthful of customized, 
transparent braces. Mackenzies 
Chocolates, a confectioner in 
Santa Cruz, uses a 3D printer 
to pump out chocolate moulds. 
And earlier this year, Cornell 
University researchers used a 
3D printer, along with injec¬ 
tions of a special collagen gel, 
to create a human-shaped ear. 

Once a science-fiction fan¬ 
tasy, three-dimensional print¬ 
ers are popping up eveiywhere 
from the desks of home hobby¬ 
ists to Air Force drone research 
centres. The machines, general¬ 
ly the size of a microwave oven 
and costing $400 US to more 
than $500,000 US, extrude layer 
upon layer of plastics or other 
materials, including metal, to 
create 3D objects with moving 
parts. 

Users are able to make just 
about anything they like: iPad 
stands, guitars, jeweliy, even

guns. But experts warn this 
cool innovation could soon 
turn controversial — because 
of safety concerns but also the 
potential for the technology to 
alter economies that rely on 
manufacturing. 

“We’re on the verge of the 
next industrial revolution, 
no doubt about it,” said Dart¬ 
mouth College business profes¬ 
sor Richard D’Aveni. 

“In 25 years, entire indus¬ 
tries are going to disappear. 
Countries relying on mass 
manufacturing are going to 
find themselves with no rev¬ 
enues and no jobs.”

What's the 
advantage of 
3D printers? 

On ground, sea or air, 
when parts break, new 
ones can be made on the 
spot, and even the tools to 
install them can be made, 
eliminating the need for 
staging parts in warehouses 
around the world, said Jeff 
DeGrange, vice-president of 
Direct Digital Manufactur¬ 
ing at Stratasys Inc., cur¬ 
rently the industry leader 
in a field of about 50 3D 
printer companies. 

“We’re going to see 
innovation happening at a 
much higher rate, introduc¬ 
tion of products at a much 
higher rate,” said DeGrange. 
“We live in an on-demand 
world now, and we’ll see 
production schedules are 
going to be greatly com¬ 
pressed.” 

Airplane mechanics 
could print a replacement 
part on the runway. A 
dishwasher repairman 
could make a new gasket in 
his service truck. A surgeon 
could print a knee implant 
custom-designed to fit a 
patient’s body. 

But the militaiy, D’Aveni 
said, is likely to be among 
the first major users of 3D 
printers, because of the 
urgency of warfare. 


In a civil case where the words 
of Steve Jobs play prominently, 
the U.S. government and Apple 
Inc. are set to square off over al¬ 
legations that Apple conspired 
with the country’s largest book 
publishers to make consumers 
pay more for electronic books. 

U.S. District Judge Denise 
Cote is scheduled to begin hear¬ 
ing the price-fixing case Mon¬ 
day in federal court in Manhat¬ 
tan. 

The trial stems from an 
antitrust lawsuit brought last 
year by the Justice Department, 
which accused Apple of help¬ 
ing hatch the scheme at a meet¬ 
ing with publishers in 2009 as 
it was preparing to launch the 
iPad. 

Its purpose was to force 
Seattle-based Amazon.com, the 
marketer of Kindle ebook read¬

substantially below their hard¬ 
cover prices, the government 
says. 

The government has alleged 
the scheme cost consumers tens 


of millions of dollars by adding 
$2 or $3, sometimes as much as 
$5, to the price of each ebook. 
It also argues part of the proof 
is Jobs’ own account of the ar¬ 
rangement.

East coast seabirds 
dying of starvation

I took ballet for 10 years. From 
the time I was two years old 
until I was 12, I spent several 
days a week perfecting my plies 
and pirouettes and arabesques 
and revoltades. 

I might have even been 
good, too, but I’ll never know. 

Because I quit. 

Because I was a stupid pre¬ 
teenager. It was too hard, too 
time-consuming. And there 
was a little not-allowed-to-wear- 
underpants-underneath-the- 
leotard situation. 

But mostly, I quit because 
of my body. At age 12, my body 
began changing — it was too 
large in some places and too 
small in other places. I was, 
like many girls are before they 
grow into their women-bodies, 
the bodies that will one day 


grow their babies — a wee bit 
awkward. Apparently, and un¬ 
fortunately, I’m not alone in 
this. Six out of 10 girls avoid ac¬ 
tivities because they feel badly 
about the way they look. 

When my oldest daugh¬ 
ter was bom and I heard that 
lovely “It’s a girl!” announce¬ 
ment, the first thing I said was, 
“God, I can’t wait to put her in 
a tutu.” And I stayed true to my 
word. She was in a tutu almost 
before she could speak. 

At 12, she is my mini me. 


She looks almost exactly like 
me; she’s built almost exactly 
like me. Once, just once, we 
had the conversation I worried 
about the minute I became the 
mama to a daughter: 

“Mama, I hate my body.” 

“What?” 

“My friends are all so tall 
and thin. I am short and stout, 
like the little teapot.” 

“We are all built differently, 
my love. You are the perfect 
you that you can be.” 

“Hrm. I don’t know if you 


are right.” 

“Do you exercise?” 

“Of course. I bike and swim 
and dance and play basketball 
and walk to and from school 
and jump on the trampoline 
and I’m thinking of trying out 
for track and field.” 

“Do you eat a lot of foods 
that are good for you?” 

“Of course. I love peppers 
and broccoli and green beans 
and artichokes and asparagus.”

I don’t want her to quit like 
I did.

If you’re in the midst of a job 
search, you know it’s import¬ 
ant to study every job descrip¬ 
tion to understand what the 
position requires — and how 
your skills and experience tie 
in. 

But there are also certain 
characteristics that are valu¬ 
able to organizations that you 
won’t ever see in a job descrip¬ 
tion, says Stefan Danis, CEO of 
Mandrake and NEXCareer. 

“What you bring to a job 
really goes beyond your experi¬ 
ence and skills. Organizations 
today are also looking for an at¬ 
titude to align with or lift their 
culture. Those extras are often 


what make one person more 
hireable than another.” 

Here’s the list that HR won’t 
share: 

Character 

“We’re constantly faced with 
having to make decisions and 
at the end of the day employers 
want to know that you’ll make 
the right decision for them,” 
Danis says. For example, if the 
company is in survival mode, 
they need you to make the 
right short term — and often 
difficult — decision. If the com¬ 
pany is about growing into a 
long-term, sustainable busi¬ 
ness, they want someone with 
a longer time horizon who 
won’t cut comers. To see if you 
have the character the com¬ 
pany is looking for, the inter¬ 
viewer might ask questions 
about facing difficult decisions 
and how you chose to handle 
them. “They’re looking at your 
moral compass, integrity and 
follow through.” 

Positivity 

“We all have stories about 
someone with a negative atti¬ 


tude. I believe more organiza¬ 
tions are trying to scan for that. 
Positivity is not a necessity to do 
your job, but negativity is toxic 
to the work environment,” 
Danis says. Valued employees 
project a happy disposition and 
a glass-half-full attitude. 


Adaptable 

Organizations today need 
people who are resilient and 
able to change as the company 
changes direction. “People who 
resent and resist change are 
literally a drag on an organiza¬ 


tion,” Danis says. For example, 
if a company has to suddenly 
cut costs or lay off staff, “some¬ 
one who can renew their vows 
to the organization’s new dir¬ 
ection almost immediately is 
veiy valuable.” 

Industrious 

While companies promise 
mentoring and training, staff 
shortages or busy work sched¬ 
ules often result in new em¬ 
ployees being left to figure 
things out on their own. “Let 
people know that while you 
value mentoring you acknow¬ 
ledge that it is sometimes 
difficult for people to follow 
through on doing it. A valued 
employee resists blaming the 
organization; instead, that per¬ 
son figures things out by quick¬ 
ly building an internal support 
network,” Danis says. 

Dependable 

“Having the discipline to fol¬ 
low through is so important. 
When asked to do something, 
a valuable employee never lets 
you down.” You can prove this 
with examples that show how 
you successfully completed 


a variety of often-conflicting 
assignments on time and on 
budget. 

Job focused 

Organizations want employees 
who do what they are paid to 
do. Surfing the web has taken 
over as the number one time 
waster in the office, says Danis. 
“It is killing productivity. Turn 
Faceboolc off and resist visit¬ 
ing Linlcedln and your stock 
picks. That should all be done 
at home.”

Of jitters and genders. Who is more 
prone to panic at a job interview? 



Coming down with a case of 
the jitters during a job inter¬ 
view is hardly surprising, but 
is anxiety experienced in these 
high-pressure settings greater 
for men or women? 

A University of Guelph 
study found there was no dif¬ 
ference between males and 
females when it came to self- 
reported and interviewer-rated 
anxiety. However, there was a 
gender divide when it came to 
interview performance — and 
males were affected more. 

PhD candidate Amanda 
Feiler first started ruminating 
on the subject of interview anx¬ 
iety while working on her mas¬ 
ter’s thesis, which was around 
the time of the recession. She 
recalled thinking of those who 
would be losing their jobs and 
the pressures they’d be facing 
in subsequent interviews. 

“One of the big questions 
that we had with my thesis was 
in terms of gender differences 
with interview anxiety,” Feiler, 
27, said in a phone interview. 
“Do men experience more anx¬ 
iety than women, or is it vice 
versa? And is the effect worse 
for men than it is for women?” 

As it turns out, it’s a bit of 
both, according to a study co¬ 
authored by Feiler and Deborah 
Powell, an assistant professor 
in the psychology department 


at the University of Guelph. 

Researchers recruited 125 
participants — 43 males and 
82 females — aged between 18 
and 22, who were undergradu¬ 
ate co-op students. 

As part of their course 
credit, they were required to 
take part in mock interviews 
for a position within one of 15 
organizations where they were 
interested in submitting appli¬ 
cations, and were assigned an 
interviewer employed by the 
campus career centre. 

The interviews were re¬ 
corded and included both un¬ 
structured and semi-structured 
behavioural questions, starting 


from the general “tell me a 
little about yourself’’-type quer¬ 
ies to the more specific, such as 
how they resolved a situation 
with an angiy customer. 

Both the interviewers and 
interviewees were asked to rate 
the anxiety levels of candidates. 

“What we actually found 
is that there were no gender 
differences between men and 
women in terms of their self- 
reported and interviewer-re¬ 
ported anxiety, but that men 
suffered greater impairments 
in terms of interview perform¬ 
ance than anxious females did,” 
Feiler said.

Judith Finlayson professes 
a love for the taste and tex¬ 
ture of rice, whether it’s 
brown, red or Thai black 
sticky rice. 

Though the cookbook 
author hasn’t been able to 
duplicate a sweet concoc¬ 
tion of mangoes and sticky 
rice she sampled while trav¬ 
elling in Thailand, this reci¬ 
pe for black sticky rice pud¬ 
ding is one of her favourites 
and she has included it in 
her most recent cookbook, 
The Complete Gluten-Free 
Whole Grains Cookbook. 

“It is so easy and so 
good.” 

Thai black sticky rice is 
available in Asian markets. 
If desired, you can cook the 
rice in your rice cooker on 
the brown rice setting. The 
recipe calls for mangoes, 
but other fruits like straw¬ 
berries, lciwifruit or peach¬ 
es are also tasty.

2 ml (1/2 tsp) salt

Finely chopped mint (optional) 


1. In a bowl, combine water 
and rice.
